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PRODUCTION UP; PRICES DOWN 


A good flow of crude oil was struck in 
the Ribstone well on Tuesday, and the 
same day a new well blew in in the Tur- 
ner Valley field. If oil stock prices were 
going up as production is going up, the 
listings would be climbing weekly to 
heights never known ‘before. But while 
oil is spouting from Alberta wells now at 
a rate well over one million barrels per 
vear, stock prices are down and staying 
down, and trading is sluggish. Whatever 
the cause of this curious phénomenon, 
either the investing public went wild last 
year or Albertans are this year over- 
iooking the.chance af. a. lifetime. 


THE FATES FORBID: 


Mr. Woodsworth, M.P. for Winnipeg 
North Centre, predicts that the Liberals 
and Conservatives will be about equal in 
strength in the next parliament, and that 
he and his associates, with a “socialist” 
program, will hold the balance of power. 
If that should be the result of the elec- 
tions, it is easy to accept Mr. Woods- 
worth’s other prediction that “unemploy- 
ment will be one of the foremost problems 
before the people”. 

Such has always been the case when 
the parties have been deadlocked in par- 
liament, when public policy has been a 
matter of barter and compromise, and 
when uncertainty was the atmosphere of 
business. Group government is the 
standing menace of the Dominion, and gov- 
ernment by a minority group is the worst 
of all varieties of political paralysis. 


FOREIGN SCHOOL BOOKS 


A committee of the Canadian Cham- 
bers of Commerce have been going over 
the school books. They recommend that 
the provincial ministers of education elim- 
inate such of these as have written 
by United States authors for use in that 
country exclusively. There should be no 
need for a proposal of that kind. Unfor- 
tunately, there is. 

Some of the books in use in Canadian 
schools admonish the readers to observe 
the Fourth of July as the national birth- 
day, and to respect the Stars and Stripes 
as the flag of their country. The fault of 
course is not with the authors, who wrote 
their books for use in United States 
schools. The fault is that these books were 
adopted for use in Canadian schools with- 
out being revised. 

Surely the governments of the nine 


provinces can co-operate to the extent of 


producing textbooks for Canadian schools 
which will be true to fact and Canadian in 
standpoint and sentiment. If that cannot 
be done, then there is needed some entire- 
ly new national system for the manage- 
ment of our school affairs. 


SHORT CAMPAIGNS PREFERRED 


The provincial elections were an- 
nounced on April 24th. Three weeks have 
gone, the campaign is only getting under 
way, and the battle will not be general for 
perhaps another week. 

The advantages of a prolonged cam- 
paign have evidently been magnified, and

Every good physician considers blood teste of the utmost importance as an 
aid in making diagnoses. You will realize how important the blood is when 
you consider it the principal method of providing nourishment and drainage 
to practically every living cell in the body. 

Contrary te the opinion of many peopie, taking a 
blood tést fs néithér’painful nor does it require the loss 
ef much blood. In order to obtain the blood a sample 
is usually taken from the end of the finger or the lobe 
of the ear. The part is first cleansed with aloohol and 
then dried. Then a small puncture is made with a 
special instrument which cuts through the skin with 
“no more pain than the prick of a pin. The blood is 
then squeezed through the opening as the doctor 
presses just below and samples of the blood collected 
in sterile pipettes. After a few drops of biood have been
